Tni3 latter concerns the paper X aigssd, that you had transcribed in long- 
hsnd, ehlle visiting ae ir, August, 1976, hers in the Stats penitentiary: Ihs 
paper being a da cun sat authorising your office to institute a frsedoa of in- 
f o mat i on suit against the Salted States govsrnaunfc in re to the above titled 
Inoictsient and the defendant therein. 

In order to avoid any possible si sunder standing in tho future coscarning 
s id r.0.1. suit, I ( "defendant") would like to stipulate several conditions 
pursuant to any such suit: 

That any 5.0.1. suit direct :d at acquiring information about defendant of 
a personal nature and, or, iaforaatioa in re the above titled cf. indicts ant 
that pertained to defendant be contingent upon, 

A. the iafaraation/aatarial include the cosplate fils, including the 
fils the F.S.I. labels, row files, of the jovsrasent invsstag'-tioa of de- 
fendant in re the above cr. iedistnent. 

the iafomation/naterial include also all notarial froa the J.3./ 

I". 2.1. files that the Church Cossaittoe declined to sax a part of the Sonata 
record.
